Hence we find later Geo- 
ffaphers, doing little more than co- 
pying the blunders of thofe who pre- 
ceded them, with tke addition, per- 
haps, of a few miftakes of their dwn.

In their books, places are defcribed 
which have no exiftence, and cufoms 
and circumftances mentioned which 
have not beea known fince the laft 
century. Itis evident, that an exa& 
defcription of a Country can be gi- 
ven by thofe only wio live in it, and 
who are familiar with the feveral 
obje&s which it contains. Travel- 
lers view things fuperficiaily, and cane 
not eafily diflioguifh what is acciden- 
tal and tranfirory, from what is con- 
fant and eftablifhed. Foreigners fee 
through the medium of uncertain 
report, by which obje&s are dif- 
torted, magnified, or always more orf 
lefs difguiied. From an inhabitant 
only, therefore, muft we look for the 
Geography of the United States. But 
perhaps there is no individual who 
is poffeffed of fufficient information to 
give this Geography entire. A per- 
fon may be well acquainted with one 
part of a country, who knows very 
little of another. As yet we have 
heard of no gentleman who has tra- 
velled over the continent for the ex- 
prefs purpofe of afcertaining its Geo- 
graphy. But there are undoubtedly 
many perfons init who are able to 
delineate, with accuracy, a {mall cir- 
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cle of territory in which they are. 
ciscumfcribed; and there is perbaps 
no {pot without fome inhabitant who 
is Qualified to give a ju and full de- 
{cription of every thing which relates 
to,it. By. accumplating the know- 
Jedge of many different perfons, the 
Printers of the Bofton Magazine 
conceive, that the Geograpiiy of tise 
States might be compleatly afcesgain- 
ed. Convinced of the utility of the 
undertaking, they are ambitious of 
the honour of attempting to col- 
let aq account of the Common- 
wealth of Maffachufetts, the territo- 
rg in which.they refide.

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Toe Frogrefs of Vice. A 
moral Tale. 


From the EUROPEAN Macatine, 


OUNG Davis was a fon ofa 

reputable tradefman in thecity 
ef London. He received an educa- 
tion calculated to accomphin him 
beth for commercial and polite life: 
his genious was brilliant, and his dif- 
polition tender. With thefe advan- 
tages’ he became the induiged fa- 
vourite of his parents. His vices were 
liberal and fplendid : they wore a 
pieaflug form, and therefore e&aped

cenfure. In the morning of life, it 
was not confidered how much they 
would cloud the evening : happily 
for bis parents they died, unthinking 
of the dangers whichawaited on their 
darling child. They left him in the 
poffeffion of a genteel fortune, which 
they hoped he would improve by 
bufinefe ; but his genius and educa- 
tion, while they made him acquainted 
with the ufeful arts, had given him a 
fuperior rejifh for thofe which are 
pleafing and elegant. He had never 
yet wanted money, and was infenfi- 
bie of ite value. his fortune dazzled 
hws eyes, and bewildered his judg- 
ment; he thought it fofficient to 
purchafe for him a continuance of ene 
joyments. Trade was beneath his 
talents, and pieafure in every allur- 
ing form invited him to her cowts : 
tne fyren fong prevailed, and ruin 
prefied on with hafly Reps. His fae 
ther’s fiock was foid, and young Da- 
vis Commenced a gentieman: he was 
foited to the charafter in every ree 
fpectt but the poffeffion of wealth. 
"Phus qualified he procured admiffion 
to the bet of company. As he kept 
pace with thefe in manners, he was 
neceflarily obliged to keep pace with 
themin expence. Like them he game 
ed, and like them he became the prey 
of fharpers ; his ignorance was their 
giin; his honefly their fecurity ¢§ 
and his generofity their abufe. A 
difpofition tender and gentile as his 
was, naturally was fufceptible of the 
charms of beauty. The harlot whom 
man had betrayed from happinefs 
and peace, fought an obje& of re- 
venge, and found a fit one in young 
Davis- 


Thus attacked by impofition on — 


one fide, and by deceit on the other, 
his fortune declined apace He faw 
impending danger, and endeavoured 
to avoid it, but in vain. Prudence 
had quitted the helm; the bark was 
left to the guidance of pleafure ; and 
though a wreck was not immediate, 
i¢ was inevitable. To avoid further 
injury by play, Davis deferted the 
gaming table: to protect himfelf 
from the fnares of proftituted beauty, 
he married: the meafare was wile, 
but it wasill-timed, The fatal die was 

already 
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already caf. Hechofe a partner to 
pleafe his fancy. -Generofity forbade 
every idea of intereft: a fentiment fo 
noble at an earlier period,would have 
infured his happrwels ; but he had rov- 
ed at large too jong; variety had 
been courted, and fooa regamed the 
heart of her o!d admirer. Davis 
frayed from the path of connub:al 
duty: he was convinced of the injaf- 
tice of bis condud; and hecou'd not 
bear to receive the carefies of a wo- 
man he was daily loading with itju- 
ries. Though no wupbraidiags fell 
from ber tongue, millions were fug- 
gefied by his own confcience. To 
avoid a leffer, he ruthed into a greater 
evil : he abandoned his wife, and 
fought a wretched afjlum in the arms 
of thafe who hardly could receive an 
additional wrong. The fmall remains 
of his fortune they quickly diffi pated. 
What was nowto be done? that, at 
which his gentile heart revolted: he 
was to tura villam. He had been 
half rvined.by the foul play of others ; 
and now he muft refort to foul play 
himfelf, in order to procurea mifer- 
able fubfifence. . Being poffeffed of a 
genteel figure and addrefs, he was 
seadily admitted into the fraternity 
of profefional gamefters. He had 
farally learnt the priociples of play, 
and was only to be inftru fed :n its 
vile arts 5 of thefe hie foon became an 
approved mafter. Hs own loffes 
gave a fpecious air of juflice to the 
recovery of them. by the fame means 
as had occafionéd their privation. 
Fos fome time. fuccefs at‘eaded tiis 
é thoneft plan ; but pigeons at length 
cic not fiy every day, and appear- 
ances muit be fuftained. A game- 
fter is a geutieman, andthe vices of a 
gentiem:n muft be dign fied with the 
appellation of honourable ; what 
means tlen,that are honourable,mutt 
2 diftrefied gamefier refort to? the 
yoad ponts out itfelf directly: a 
Ineiwaymaa is an honourable cha- 
ratter. This chara@er poor. Davis 
with horror affumed ; his whole frame 
trembled when preparing the dread- 
fat mnttroments of terror and of death; 
but he flattered himfelf that they 
meed only tobe prepared. Alas, once 
plonged in guilt we know not whi- 
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ther it will lead us: corruption of 
moralsinduces us to commit inferior 
crimes, and felf prefervation prompts 
us to perpetrate greater for tneir con- 
cealment. Thus it was with youn 

Davis ; when he went out be fhud.- 
dered at the very thonghts of mur- 
der---before he returned he was in- 
volved in the guilt of it. A difregard 
to the property of his neighbour was 
quickly foliowed by the facrifice of 
hislife. The gentieman he»robbed 
refiied his attack 3 to effeftuate his 
purpofe, and obtain atemporary fafe- 
ty, he, therefore, fhot him ; rifled his 
pockets, and e{caped: he fied for fe- 
crecy and fecurity to the apartment. 
of his Delilah : here, while property 
remained, he was concealed ; when 
it was expended, his faithlefs harlot 
gave information of him for the fake 
of afhare in the reward, given as the 
price of his blood. He was appre- 
hended, tried, convidled, and, asa 
murderer, ordered for f{peedy exe- 
cution. Seafible of the magnitude of 
his guilt, he murmured not at the 
dreadful fenteuce. Leath came asa 
kind relief, though in a difgraceful 
form. The fun upbraided him with 
having deprived another of its chear- 
ing influence. The bleffing of life 
appeared to him asacurfe, inafmuch, 
as ue had bafely torn it from a fel- 
low creature. With thefe aw/ul 
refileCtions he entered hisdreary cell ; 
he nad not been there long, when the 
maffy door opened, and prefented to 
his atfr ghted view,hisinjured and de- 
ferted wife---not come to cenfure and 
condeain,but to pty and to feortie his 
forrows ; for awhile her tender pur- 
pofe was refiited---her prefence plant. 
ed new thorns in the bofom of her 
gudty and aff Ged bufbind, but her 
forg venefs plucked them out-again, 
aod healed his wounds. The dread- 
ful moment of their earthly fepara- 


tion for ever, arrived ---the Jaft 
mutual embrace was piven---the 
big tear burft down the manly 


cheek, while female fortitude ftrug- 
gied to conceal the fympathetic pe:rls® 
that would have rent the foul of him 
for whom itrofe. The jailor, whofe 
rude feelings were foftened by the 
fcene, led tiie beauteous mourner 

from 











from the prifon, and w:rned the cap- 
tive of the approaching hour of 
death : he afcended the cart with 
gefolution tempered by cecency. In 
his way to the fata) tree, hs crimes 
were forgotton, his penitence admir- 
ed, and his fufferings pitted. When 
arrived at the tragic fpot, he thus 
addreff-d the furrounding fpec- 
tators.

tions, there was a confiderable depth 
of water, fo that we weut over the 
reef without touchiag, thevel not 


‘without fh:pping many heavy feas, 


winch, had not the vefle.’s timbers 
been flrong, anc her ioacing light, 
mult infalhbly have dafhed her to 
pieces. The iand now began to have 
a dreadful appearanes, feeming at the 
‘Giflance ‘we were off tobe high and 
rocky ; but on approachiag withina 
mile of it, we had the pleafure of de- 
{crying a fine fandy beach and a boid 
The fea ran ingh, but not to 
fuch a degree as on the reef we had 
already pafled. As weadvanced, the 
water contiued to have a deptn be- 
‘yond our moit fanguine withes, fo as 
to allow us to come within fifty or 
fixty yards of the beach before we 
firuck. Now wasthe time for every 
man’s appreheniions to Ye on the 
Tack, as we might expect, on touch- 
ing the thore, thatthe flip would go 
to pieces. At length fhe grounded 
with a violent concufiion. Ou the 
frft ftroke the main maf went out 
of the flep, and on tie fecond tre 
foremoft; but neither of them fell 
over the fide, the deal beards in the 
hold being flowed fo clofe togetner 
that the maits had no room to play 
‘below; at the fame time therudcer 
was unfhipped with fuchn violence 
as to be near kill og one of the failors. 
As foon asthe fhip nad grounded, the 
fea began to beat over her in every 
part, each wave Itfting her four or 
five feet nearer the fhore. Ja adthort 
fpace of time the flern was beat in 
by the fea ; and then, having no 
thelter in the cab’, we were obliged 
to go upon deck, and hang by the 
throuds, left we fhould be wathed 
overboard. In this uncomfortabie 
fituation we remained till the veffel 
was beat fo high by the waves, that 
we could venture to walk upon deck. 
We now perceived that the thip’s kecl 
wis broken, wh'ci we imagined would 
occafion her to go to pieces : this 
however did not nappén for the pre- 
fent; which Ican only attribute to 
the boards ia the held being fo-inter- 
woven with @ach otner, and frozen 
toeether by the ice, as to givea de- 
gree of folidity to the veffel. 

Our frit care now was to getout

the boat; which was not tobe accom. 
plifhed without difficulty, on account 
of the quantity of ice that was in and 
about it, and our reduction in num. 
ber of etfettive hands by the intoxi- 
cation of feveral of the crew, who 
had ‘thoeght that the -moft effe@uaj 
method of getting rid ef the appre. 
henhions they laboured under. Quyr 
vetlel nad, from the violence of the 
waves daihing againft her, broached. 
to, with her broadide to the wind, 
fo that the afforded fome fhelter for 
the Loat to the leeward. Having 
with much labour cleared the boat of 
ice, and prepared her for launching, 
4 ordered fome liquor to be diftribut- 
ed to thofe who were yet fober, and 
tuen eiked, if any were willing to 
embark with me in the boat, and 
make the attempt to -gain the fore. 
The tea ruoniog fo high, that it ap- 
peared .cearceby podlible fer the boat 
to live i it for a minute, very 
few were willing to make an ex- 
periment fo full ef ritk ;fo tha 
all who -oviferect themfelves were 
the mate and two failors, together 
with my fervast, aad a boy who 
was a jsaffenger on boird. What 
Rave us tie greateft erabarratiment in 
this undertaking was the furf whic 
broke over us every moment, and 
the intenfenefs ef mhe cold, which 
froze every drop of water immedr 
ately, fo as to cover our Cloaths 
witn a theetofice. &t length we got 
the boat into the water, and having 
thrown into it an axe and a faw, | 
leaped in, followed by my fervant 
andthe mate. The boy followed us, 
but vot fprivging far enough, fell in- 
to the water : he did not however 
fink immediately ; and we contrived 
to drag bim into the boat, but not 
without difficulty ; our fingers being 
fo benumbed with thecold, that we 
had fcarcely the power of ufing them: 
and tis accident was in theiffue, by 
the chill it gave him, of fatal confe- 
quence to the unfortunate youtd. 
The two failors, who had agreed to 


go with us, next leaped into the boats | 


and all the reft feemed ready, not- 


withfanding their former hefitatiods | 


to follow the ex«mple, when F found 
it neceflury to fiove her off from

Tie fh p wae lying about forty yards 
from the fhore ; but before we pot 
half-way fo it, we were overtaken 
by a wave thatalmoli filled the boat, 
and the next drove us on the dry 
fand. 

To find ovrfelves once more {xfe 
vpon the land gave us no fimall fatis 
faction, though tu fo deftitute a Rate: 
the joy at having efcaped thofe dan 
gers which fo long had been the chief 
objects of our dreat, mide v° fora 
few moments forget that we were 
fnatched from them merely to be cx- 
pofed to others more inevitable ; that 
we had efcaped one fpecies “7 deatli, 
proLably to uncergo another more 
ingering and painful, Whst mof 
afiected us vsas tne di Are!s of cur 
companions whom we had eft on 
hoard, whofe iamentations and cries 
for help we could hear very Cift:nct- 
ly. Eut it was impoffible for us, 
however anxious, {oaiford them any 
Our buat being beat high 
apes the fand covld now be of no 
ufe, either tous orto them, while the 
fea was running to fuch a depres, 
that if was not in the power of a hu- 
man being to revevethem. 

The night was now approrch ing, 
and we hadnot long remained tn this 
fituation ere -wefound ourfelves cet- 
ting tiff with cold ; and the pile 
continuing as fevere as ever, we 
were obliged to wade with extreme 
difficulty, up to our waifis in fnow, 
to the fhelter of a thick wood aout 


two hundred and fifty yards fron», 


the beach. This afforded fome re- 
bief from the piercing north wei 
wind; yet a fre was fhil wantieg to. 
warm our frozen limbs, and we had

had indeed taken the precaution te 


put a tinder-boxin the bort, burt the. 


water had rendered it totally ofelefs. 
Freezing as we flood, there was no- 


thing to be. done, but to keep tne. 


lond in motion by exercife : Itnere- 
fore recommended it to the men to 
moveabout, being better acquainted 
with the nature of cold c'imates,and 
that of frof, than any of my com- 
pinions. Ty advice was frilly 
adhered to for about half an hour, 
when the young pafiercer, whom I 
have already motioned, Leing over: 
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come with the feverty of the wee 
ther, threw himf.! down, in order 
to fleen ; for extreme cold always 
a fleepy fenfation that 
y to be refified. § ufed my 
perfurf TY 
and force to rovufe him, and m2ke 
him ffand on nis ae but allto ne 
purpofe, fol was obl ged to let him 
ourfue hisincinmation. After walk- 
Ing about half an hour longer, during 


’ ile 
winch time I felt Coch a nrong de. 
fireto fieep, that I fMiould have tan 
down mytelf, had I not beso aware 
of the fatal confequences stending 
it, J went to the place where the boy 
Isy, and putting my hand en his 
ICFP, 3 a fading 1< guite cold, I ob- 
ferved force mate,who wae clo fe by Ys 
that I beleved he was dead. To 
which the youth anfwered imme- 
diately, that he was pot yet dead, 
but would be fo very {h- ortly ‘ and 
requefied I wou'd write, if I furviv- 
ed, to his father at New-York, and 
inform him of the circumfiances of 
bis fon’s misfortene. In about ten 
minutes we fownd that he bad ex- 
pred. and, as I imagined, without 
any pin whatever, at leaft without 
zeny acute fenfation of it. Thefe 
trivisl matters would be unworthy 
of notice, but as they ferve to fhew 
the eff2@ af-intenfe cold on the hu- 
man body, and to prove that freez- 
ing to Ceatn is not always attended 
with fe much pam as is commonly 
funpofed. 

The death of the boy could rot 
deter the refi of my fellow fufferers 
from giving way to this drowfy fen- 
fation 3; and three of them lay down 
im fpite of my repeated exhortations 
fotne contrary. Finding it impofft- 
bie to keep them en thetr legs, I 
broke a branch, and cefring the 
mate to do the fame, our employ- 
ment during tle remander of the 
right was to prevent them from 
Peeping, by beating them cont nu- 
cilly with the branches Tois was 
en exerc fe ufeful to ourfelves, at the 
fame time that it preferved the lives 
ef eurcompinions. The day-light, 
which we jJooked for wth fuch arxi- 
ous expeBation, at length appeared, 
when I defired the men to pull down 
their fiockings, and let me examine 
their legs, as they obferved that they

following day. This night we paffed 
a littie better than the lait 5 yet, not- 
wthitanding we had a good fire, we 
found extreme inconveniency from 
the total want of covering, as well 
as from hunger, a new mifery, that 
we liad hitherto been unacquainted 
wiih. Befides which, the ‘greatett 
part of onr number were-in the 

Rt wretched ftate iayzginable, from 
the fores oceationed by the froft. 

The next morning, as many of us 
as were able went to the beach to 
contrive fome meins to extricate 
the carpenter, whofe voice we heard 
on board the vetlel. The fea full 
ruoning with the fame violence a8 
before, we could not put out the 
boat to his afliftance, and were there- 
fore obliged to wait the return of low 
warer, when we perfuaded him to 
come on fhore inthe fame manner 28 
the others had done; but this he ac- 
conmmplithed with much difficulty, be- 
ing very weak, and frozen in — 
en 
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ent parts of hislimbs. We ftill re- 

mained without any kind of provt- 

fons, and began to be reduced in 

firength for want of nourifhment.

Jence than either of the former, 

But the condu€ of many judictous 
and worthy people of both fexes an- 
peiss often inconfiflent and unjuft. 
Women are {aia to be the weaker vef- 
fel ; and bot few men will allow them 
to be equal in firength of mind; yet 
isthe uprnghtnefs and redtatude of 
angels expected from them! inflead 
of imputing their errors to the defect 
of their yudgment,and the inferiority 
of underftanding, they pretend to re 
duce them to, :ney view every fai'- 
sng im an aggravated hght, and for 
one falfe flep forever deprive them 
of all that renders life valuable.

by and fupport the d-gnity of our 
own fex. The other fiyle themfelvas 
cur guardians, but we have nocaufe 
te thank them for ufurping the title, 
as the gsnerafity, when their own in. 
tereft is not concernéd,s. take more 
pains to delafe, or at leah detraad 
from our horour and right, thanto 
guardor exalt either. Let methen 
conjure my G&iier Americans, to con- 
vince the world they are virtuous in 
principle as weil as praGice. Ler us 
wnite in Gefending the reputation of 
one another, and tn treating thofe, 
who arethe betraye®rs of our fex, and 
the difgrace of their own, as they de- 
ferve.

T has heen obferved, thaf thefeeds 

of contefis, abufes and corruption 
are fown in every government, at 
the very moment of ‘its mftitution ; 
and I may now add, that thefe dan- 
gerousevilsever arife from a coftciev- 
ed ditference of interefls and never 
fail immediately to make their ap- 
pearance, under fome form or other. 
That government, in which the fu- 
preme power is fo diftributed, as the 
moft effeStually to check ther growth, 
isthe mofifecure, Toenquireintothe 
fource of this concieved difference of 
interefis, the effeas it has on the pal- 
fons and purfuits of men, and the 
mode,in which the affairs of every 
fovernment may ! « influenced by it, 
feems neceflary, previous to making 
any animadverfons on our own con- 
fiiturion, inorder clearly to appre- 
bend the dangers, to which it is ex- 
pofed in common with others, and 
tne remedies provided againfi them. 

When weconfder the various df- 
peftions of men, tle diverfty of 
their genius, their abilities, their afi 
vity and fpirit,it is impofitble fo con- 
eve, that an equality fhould long 
éx.7 amongfi them, either, as ta the 
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extent of their property, or the im- 
provement of theirmnds Indeed 
fuch equality feems inconfiftent witia 
the plan and economy of things. 
Wioever pays tne leaf attertion to 
the great arrangements of nature will 
find variety. pervades the fy fem, and 
theta regular gradation, arifiag from 
mutual dependence, fupporrs. the 
whole. Thrs variety and gradation 
is not only difcoverable in the natur- 
ab world at large, the animal and in- 
teliigent, but is alfoto be found ia alt 
focieties and in every moral rélatiou 
ofiife. . 

It would be not only unneceflary 
but impotfible to enumerate all the 
various occupations of men tn focie- 
ty. It its enough for our purpofe to 
obferve, that, various as the employ- 
ments and purfuits of men may be, 
yet in all focecties, ftates or govern- 
ments they may juftly be feparated 
mito ¢wo general divifions. ‘Of one 
kind are thofe, who cuitivate the 
earth, manefatture the produce of it, 
andin fiue,ati fuch as depend on the:r 
bodily labours for fubfiftence ind 
fupport. Of the other, are al! tiofe, 
who are not engaged in any exerciles 
of this kind, but fubfift and are en- 
tiched by the wecefaties, the folles 
and the vices-of mankind iw general, 
and the commuopity in part.cular, 
m which they five. Of the latter 
tlafs may, among others, be ranked 
thofe, whoare fupported by the in- 
come of their accumulated fortunes, 
as alfo merchants, plhyficians, law- 
yers and divines. The wealth of this 
clafs of men is derived principally 
from the labours of cthers. Heuace 
the lefs the incomes of rhe rich, the 
profits of the merchant, the falaries 
of the divines, and the fees of the 
phyfician and the lawyer, the le‘s 
will be the labour neceffary forthe 
fubfiftence of the labourer.

butitis to be remembered that we 
are not to quarrel with the defination 
of things, but muft take mankind as 
we findthem. They ever had, and 
probably ever will have, their follies, 
their vanities, and their vices, which 
they will gratify,and thew difeafes, 
which muf be cured. This generat 
{pirit of gratihcation gives riches to 
the merchant, the maladies of man- 
Kind to the employment of the phy- 
fitan, and the neceffity that their 
follies and their vices fhould be check- 
ed, to the bufinefs of the lawyer and 
divine. Hence from the moral fyftem 
of thirgs, as faras it can be traced 
by obfervation, two difin@ and 
different orders of men feem incident 
to every fociety, which though on 
the whole abfolutely necefflary to the 
happinefs of each other, yet by dif- 
fering in their immediate interefls 
aud purfuits, can never fail to ori- 
ginate that fpirit of jealoufy and dif- 
truft, which always proves a fruitful 
source of contefts and diffeution, 
Whoever has attended to the ad- 
miniftracion of our government muff 
have difcovered the influences of this 
fpirit of jealoufy and diftruit.

If the blind man ia the eighth chap- 
ter of Mark, was fo from his birth, 
we have no reafon to wond.r at the 
oddnets of his exprefion: ‘* 1 (ee men 
as trees walking”? I know fome inge- 
nious men havebeen willingto think, 
he faw obje&ts inverted, jutt as they 
are painted onthe retina of our eyes: 
and then with great fagicity, they 
pretend, that a man bottom upwards 
Jooks very much like a tree. For 
illuftration, you are to fuppofe his 


‘head and neck to be the main trunk; 


from which fhoot up two arms, [prig- 
ed at the end into fingers and thumbs: 
not to mention two huge limbs, which 
form a crotch above, by way of 
thighs, legs and feet. But notwith- 
ftanding the elegance of this (cheme, 
perhaps it may be as probable a con- 
jeGture, that when the blind perfon 
ipoke of fee ng men a; trees walking, 
he taiked 19 a perpiexed manner 
agreable to his own inconfifient way 
ot think:ng. 

However that particular m:iy be, 
it is certainly no wonder that one 
whole eyes are opened from a tatal 
blindnefs, fhould, at frft, talk in an 
Wnintelligible manner, and dificrent 
from the rett of the world. I remember 
when I wasin Etaly, there was a fel- 
Jow who nad a great inclination to 
impofe a cheat upon the pope, and 
procure to himfeifa fmal! quantity of 
reputation aud money: bet for want 
of this foretrought was deteMed in his 
knavery. This fellow Sretended be 
was bora bi:nd; but as be was once 
making a devout application to an 
image of S:. Maury at Rome, he on 
a fudden give a fhout, and told the 


peopie about him, hehad at that in- 


flant received his fight. He was im- 
mediately taken up on the fhoulders 
of (everal zealous catholicks, aud car- 
aed in great pomo before a cardinal, 
to give an exact narration of this mi 

raculousevent. The cardia! prefent- 
ly difpatched him in the following 
fhort dialogue. Firfi, his eminence 
aiked tim if he was really born blind; 
aud then, if he nad indeed juft re- 
ceived his figint at our lady’s image? 
To both which the knave an{wered 
in the affirmative. The cardinal 
proceeded to examine, whether he 


wed and yellow. 


was fure he had his fight now? and 
for a tryal pointed to feveral objets 
inthe room, and put him upon tellin 
their various colours. This the fel- 
low did very readily: and without 
any hefitation determined, this robe 
is purple: thatcarpet is green: thelé 
hangings are blue, and thdfe jewels 
fhine with an agreable mixture of 
he cardinal imme- 
diately bid him get away for a villain, 
for, fays he, ** If you had been born 
blind as you pretend, you could ne- 
ver have Jearned, in fo fhorta fpace 
of time, to apply the names of the 
colours right.” 

But as a farther illuftration of this 
poiot of philofophy, I fhall here com- 
municate to my reader an account of 
the obfervations of a perfon blind from 
his cradie, upon his firft fight. It is 
taken from the philofophical Cranfac- 
tions, for the months of April, May; 
and tune, 1728. 

When this gentleman firft faw, he 
was fo far from making any jadgment 
abont diftances, that he thouphr alt 
objects whatever, touched his eyés, 
(as he expreffed it) as what he feit 
did nis kin; and thought no obje&s 
foagreableasthofewhich were fmooth 
and regular, though he could form 
no judgment of their fhape, or guefs 
what it was in any obje& that was 
pleafing to him: he knew not the 
fhape of any thing, nor any one thing 
from another, however different in 
fhape, or magnitude; bet upon being 
told what things were, whofe form hé 
before knew from feeling, he would 
carefully obferve that he might know 
them agaia ; but having too many ob- 
jes to learn at once, he forgot many 
of them ; and (as he faid) at firf& he 
learned to know, and again forgot a 
thoufand things in a day. One par- 
ticular only (though it may appear 
trifing) Iwill relate : Having often 
forgot which was the cat and which 

was the dog, he was afhamed to afk ; 
but catching the cat (which he knew 
by feeling) he was obferved to look 
at her fiedfafily, and rhen, fetting her 
down, faid, fo pufs ! I fhall know y™ 
another time, He was very mach 
furprifed that thofe things which he 
had liked the beft, did'not appear moft 
agreable to his eyes, expected thofe 


perfons would appear moft — 
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that he loved moft, and (uch things 
to be moft agreable to his fight that 
were fo tohistafle. We thought he 
foon knew waat pitures reprefented, 
which were fhewn to him, but we 
fouad afterwards we were miflaken ; 
fer about. two months after ie was 
couched, he difcovered at once, they 
reprefented folid.bodies ; when. to 
that time, he confidered them only as 
party-coloyred planes, or furfaces di- 
verfiged with variety of paint ; but 
even then he. was po lefs furprifed, 
expecting that the pictures would feel 
like the things they reprefented, and 
was amazed when.he found thofe 
parts, which by their light and fha- 
dow appeared now round and uneven, 
felt only fat like the ret; and afked 
eo wasshe lying fenfe, feeling or 
ing : 

Being fhewn his father’s picture in 
a-locket on his mother’s watch, and 
told-what it was, he acknowledged a 
hikenefs, but: was.vaitly furprifed ; 
afking, how it could be, that a large 
face could be exprefied in fo little 
room, faying, it fhould have feemed 
as impoflible to him, asto put a buth- 
¢) of any thing into a pint. 

At firft, he could bear but very lit- 
tle fight, and the things he faw he 
thought extremely large; but upon 
feeing. things larger, thofe frit feen 
ee conceived lefs, never being able 

© imagine any lines beyond the 
bounds he faw; the room he was iny. 
he faid, he knew to be but part of the 
houfe, yet he could not conceive that 
the whole houfe could look bigger. 
Before he was couched, he expected 
little advantage from feeing, worth 
undergo.ng an operation for, except 
reading and wiitung ; for he faid, he 
thought he could have no more ples- 
fure in walking abroad thao he bad 
in the garden, which he could do fafe- 
ly andieadily. And even blindne(s, 
he obferved, had this advantage, that 
he Could go any where in the dark 
much better than thofe who can fee ; 
aud after he had feen, he did not foon 
lofe this quality, nor defire a light to 
g° about the houfe in the night. He 
fa.d,every new object was a new de- 
light, and the pleafure was fo great 
that he wanted ways to expreis it; 
bur his gratitude to his operator he 
Could not Conceal, never feeing him 
for fume tiie without téars of joy in 
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his eyes, and other marks of affe@tion ; 
and if he did not happen to come at 
any time when he was expected, he 
would be fo grieved that he could not 
forbear crying at his difappointment. 
A year after firft feeing , being carrie® 
before Epfom Dowas, and obfer ving 
a large profpe@, he was exceedingly 
delighted with it, and called ita new 
kind of feeing. And now being late- 
ly couched of his other eye, he fays, 
that objects at fir ft appeared large to 
this eye, but notfo large asthey did 
at firft tothe other ; and looking upon 
the fame obje& with hoth eyes, he 
thought it looked about twice as large 
as with the firft couched eye only, 
but not double, that we can any ways 
difcover. 

I know not how to conclude this 
fubject without expreffing my admi- 
ration at our aftonifhing philofopher, 
Dr. MIoves,; wlio now improves and 
Charms us by his public exhibitions 3 
and who feems fo perfe@, even in the 
theory of Villon, that, without the 
ideas which we have, hecan, with the 
moft delicate accuracy, inveftigate 
and defcribe the myftery of colours, 
aod the tints of the rainbow; fo that 
his ceprivation of fight feems to be 
fupplied by infpiration.

ifa, and her little fon :. their compa- 
Dy» 
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ny, madam, fays he, maft bea great 
relicf to you amidft thete calanuties. 
“ Ah! Dow Carlos, rephed Elvira, 
«+ — muft po more know comfort: 
« the curfe of marrying without hea- 
«¢ yen’s direQion purfues me through. 
« every circumttance of fe. it is 
«but icidom é car fee my poor boy,. 
‘he bas fearued aiready to defpife 
¢¢ hisamother, and tivestne miferable 
“monument of lis father’s vicss, 
ss whicli he bids fair to inherit as welt 
“as his difeafes. Louiia whom you 
“expeted here, my hulband’s bru- 
* tiuihnefs drove away {ome few days 
* fince, and fhe is uow retired. with

After entertaining 
her fome time with the agreablene(s 
of the garden, they. were called toa 
fupper,, wholeieme, fimple, and eie- 
gant: tie atrendants looked (as they 
were ufed) rather like humble friends 
than fervants: refpect and fatisfatiy 
OO appeared. Gn every countenance, 
aud, to make up the family. of love, 
two fons and one little daughter com 
pleted theirfelicity. In fhort, happy 
tempers, well fusted to each other,a 
moderate fortune, and a pleafant ha 
bitation, furnifaed them .with more 
real happifefs than ail Alonto’s 
wealth could purchafe. 

‘Tne king’s favour, afterwards, raifs 
ed Carlos to a more advantageous em- 
ployment, fo that by his good con- 
duct, and heaven’s bleffings, he be- 
came matter of more wealth than he. 
thought convenient for. his chiidrea 
to thare. All he propofed. was,.to 
fet them out handfomely in the world, 
and enable them to provide for them- 
feives.: this,if they were iaduftrious, 
would be as much as they wanted, 
and, if they proved idle, much more 
than they deferved.

Obfervations on the Story of 
Brutus and Lucretia, in 
Page 382. 


HENEVER we paint the 

frightful confequence of folly 
we fhould take the preateft care not 
to let our zeal for virtue run tothat 
height which reprefents every mif- 
take as attended with ruin. This 
would be to drive the flighteft offen- 
derto defpair ; and to aliow no re- 
treat from the threfhold of error. For 
this reafon, I look upon the ftory 
above mentioned (with great defer- 
ence to the pen which prefaced it) to 
be very ill calculated “‘ to promote 


‘the caufe of innocence and virtue.”’ 


Ido not believe the fad ever exifted 
in real life ; but if it did, Brutus ei- 
ther killed himfelf from other caufes 
than thofe mentioned in his letter, or 
he muft have been 2 very bad reafon- 
er indeed. That the prediletion 
fhewn for him in a ftate of indepen- 
dence fhould be conftrved as an evi- 
dence of Lucretia’s preferring ano- 
therto him in a ftaté of obligation, to 
prefer him to al! others, amd that too 
where the means of pé@rfuafion to 
vice muft be leffened, argues nothing 
but 2 jealous brain, that would invert 
the order of things to torment itfelf. 
He certainly appears a very un- 
fuitable reprefentative of mankind, 
a whimfical chara@er, ignorant of the 
true principles of human nature, and 
fo the dupe of his own fufpicion : 
And had he n&t been furnifhed with 
this lucky excufe for killing himfeW, 
it is more than probable that he 
would have found a thoufand others 
equally trifing. In Mort, the ftory ra- 
ther affords a new apology for fuicides 
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than any neceflary confequence of re- 
lapfed virtue, anda refinement that 
would juftify or excufe Brutus’s 
crime upon his profefled -principies, 
or (taking Lucretius’s cafe) make her 
accountable fer it in any degree 
would, from one pretence or other, 
extend to the murdering of all the 
good hufbands, and the diftreffing of 
allthe innocent wives in the world. 
I hope therefore to be excufed in ob- 
ferving that this ftory (:f believed) 
muft ferve to prevent the return of 
failing virtue to her forfaken ftation : 
feeing that a woman under Locre- 
tia’s earlieft misfortune would fooner 
embrace the coarfe pleafures of the 
world, than honourably ally herfelf, 
to a paffion, which, in Brutus’s own 
words, ** imnocence will net remove 
nor reafon fileace.”

HE two other conflituent 

parts of beauty, areexpreffion, 
and grace. The former of whichis 
common toall perfonsand faces, and 
the jatter isto bé met with butin very 
few. By exprefiion, I mean the ex- 
preffion of the paffions, the turns and 
changes of the mind fo far as they are 
made vifible to the eve, by our looks 
or gefiures. Though the mind ap- 
pears principally im the face and at- 
titudes of the head ; yet every part 
almoft of the human body, on fome 
occafion or other, may become ex- 
preffive. Thus the languithing hang- 
ing of the arm, or the vehement ex- 
ertions of it ; the pain exprefled bv 
the fingers of one of the fons in the 
famous group of Lantoon, and in the 
toes of the dying Gladiator. But 
this again is often lo&® among us by 
our drefs ;and indeed is of the lefs con- 
cern, be¢aufe the exprefiion of the 
paffions paffes chiefly im the face, 
which we (by good luck) have not as 
yet concealed. 

The parts of the facein which the 
paffions moft frequently make their 
appearance, are the eyes and mowth. 
But fromthe eyes they deffule them- 
feives 
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felves (very ftrongly) about the eye- 
brows; a8, in the other cafe, they 
appear often in the partsall round the 
mouth. Philofophers may difpute 
as much as they pleafe about the feat 
of the foul, but wherever it refides, 
Zam {ure that it {peaks in the eyes. 
I do not know whether I have not 
injured the eyebrows, in making 
them only dependent on the eye; for 
they, efpecially in lively faces,have ae 
it were a language of their own, aad 
are extremely varied according to 
the different fentiments and piffions 
of the mind. I have fometimes ob- 
ferved a degree of difpleafure in a 
lady’s eyebrows, when fhe had ad- 
drefs enough not to let it appear in 
her eyes: And at other times have 
difcovered fo much of her thoughts in 
the line juff above her eye brows; 
that fle has Leen amazed how any 
body could tell what paffed in her 
mind, and a¢ fhe thought undifcover- 
ed by her face, fo particularly and 
diftinby. 

Homer makes the eyebrows the 
feat of majefly, Virgil of dejeftion, 
Biorace of modefly, and Juvenal of 
pride. And I queftion whether every 
one of the paffions is not affigned by 
one or other of the poets, to the fame 
part. If you woyld-rather have the 
authorities from the writers of hon- 
efi profe, Le’ Brun (who publifhed 
avery pretty treatife to fhew how 
the paffions affe& the face and fea- 
tures) fays, that the principal feat of 
them is in the eyebrows, and old 
Pliny had faid much the fame thing 
fo many hundred years before him. 
Hitherto I have fpoken only of the 
paffionsin general ; we will now con- 
fider a little, if you pleafe, which of 
them add to beauty, and which of 
them takefromit. I believe we may 
fay in general that alithetender and 
kind paffions add to beauty, and all 
the cruel and unkind ones, add to de- 
formity. And it is on this account 
that good nature may, very juflly, 
he faid to be “the beft feature even 
in the finefi face.”” Mr. Pope has in- 
cluded the principal paffions of each 
fort, in two very pretty Jines, 


«* Love, Hope, and Joy, fair Pleafure’s 
fmiling Train ; 

“¢ Hate, Fear, and Grief, the Family 
of Pain.’’---

The former of thefe naturally give 
an additional luftre and enlivenip 
to beauty, as the latter are too apt 
to fing a gloom and cloud over jr. 
Yet in thefe and all the other paffions 
Ido not know whether moderatiog 
may not be in a greac meafure the 
tule of their beauty almoff as far ag 
moderation in a€iions is the rule 
of virtue. 

Thus an exceffive joy may be tog 
boifterous in the face, to be pleafing, 
and a degree of grief in feme faces 
and on fome occafions may be ex. 
tremely beautiful. : 

Some degrees of anger, fhame, fer- 
prize, fear, and concern, are beauti- 
ful, but all excefs is burtful, and alj 
excefs ugly. Dullnefs, auflerity, im- 
pucence, pride, affeftation, malice 
andenvy, are believe always ugly. 
The fine union of paffions that I 
have ever obferved in any face, 
confifted of a jnft mixture of modef- 
ty, fenfibility, and fweetnefs: Each 
of which, when taken fingly, is very 
pleafing : but when they are ali blend- 
ed together, in fuch a manner as €i- 
ther to enliven or corre& each other, 
they give aimof{ as much attradion 
as the paffions are capable of adding 
toa very pretty face. The prevail 
ing paffion inthe Venus of Medici, 
is modefty : It is exprefled by each 
of tier hands, in her looks, and in the 
turn of her head. And by the way, 
I queftion whether one of the chief 
reafons,why fide faces pleafe one more 
than full ones, may not be from the 
former having more of the air of mo- 
defty than the latter, however that 
be this is certain, that the beft artifts 
vfually chufe to give a fide face rather 
thana full one, in which attitude the 
turn of the neck too has more beauty, 
and the paffions more a@tivity and 
force. Thus as to hatred, and affec- 
tion in particular, the lock that was 
formerly fuppofed to carry an infeGi- 
on with it from malignant eyes was 
a flanting regard like that which Mil- 
ton gives to Satan * when he is view- 
ing the happinefe of our firfl parents 
in paradife and the fafcination, OF

lieve) conveyed at~ firft tn a fide 
glance. It isowitg tothe:great force 
of pleafingnefs which'atrends all the 
tender paffions, ** Thatlovérsdo not 
« only feem but me réaily ‘more 
« beautrful to each ofher, than they 
# are to the refi of the world,” be- 
caufe when they are together the moft 
pleafing pafiions are more frequently 
exertéd- in’ each of their faces, than 
they aré in either, before the ref of 
the world, Theres ti en (as 4 certain 
French writer very well ‘éxpreffes 
it) a Pout upon ther countevnancés” 
which does not appear When they are 
abfent from’ each Other, or even 
when. they-are topgetiier converfing 
with other perfons who are ind: ff¥r- 
ent to them, or rathér lay~a refiraiat 
wpon ther features.

lifetime. That there isa great deal 
of d fference in the fame face accord 
ing a8 the perfen is in a better or 
worfe humour, or'n a greiteror lefs 
degree of livelinefs. That the beft 
complexion, the fineft features, atid 
the exa&teft fhape, ‘without any 
thing of the mind exprefi on the 
face ‘ig as infipid and unmoving as 
the waxen figure of the fine Dutchéfs 
- Richmond, in Wefiminiter Ab- 

y. 

That a face without any one good 
feature in‘it, and with a very in- 
different ‘complexion, fhal! have a 
very taking air, from the fenfibility 
of the eyes, the general good humour- 
ed turn of the look, and pertiaps a 
little agreablefmile about the mouth. 
And thefe three things, I bélieve, 
would go a great way towards ac- 
Counting for the jene fcai quoi, or 
that inexplicable pleafingnefs of the 
face (as they calkit) when is fo often 
talked of, and fo {ittle underflood, 
as the greater part; and perhaps all 
the reft of it would fall under the laft 
article, that of grace. I once knewa 
fine woman who was admired by 
every body that faw her, and fcarce 
Tit 
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loved by any boty. This ineffeAu- 
alnefs of all’ her beant es was occafi- 
oned by awant of the pleafing paffions 
it her face, and an appéarance of ths 
difpleafing ones; particularly thofe 
of pride and iilnature. Nero, of old, 
feeins fo have fad this unplesfing 
fort of tanacfomenefs, and probably 
from mutch the fame cadfe; the gond- 
nefs of his features being overiaid by 
the uglinefs of the paffions that ap- 
peared in his face. The fineff eyes 
in the world with an excefs cf mal ce 
or rage in them, will grow as fhock- 
ing as they are itr t fat fine ‘face of 
Medufa Gn the famots feal in the 
Strozzi family“at Rome. Thus you 
fee that the p:ffions can give beauty, 
without the affiftance of ‘colour or 
form, and take itaway where (hey 
have united the moft ftrong!y to give 
it. And it wasthis that made me 
affert, at firft; thar this ~ part’ of 
beauty was fo extremely (uperior to 
theothertwo! Tors,by the way,may 
help os to account for the juftnefs of 
what Pliny faysin ipeak’ng of thc 
famous ita: ue of Laocoon and histwo 
fons: He fays,“it wasthre fineft piece 
of art in Rome 2nd fo be prefered to 
al! the other Ratees and pitures of 
which they had fo fice a collettion at 
that time ; it had no beauties of co- 
lour to vie with the paintings, and 
Other flatues fhere (as the Apoila 
Beivederé, and the Venusde Medica 
in particular) were as firely propor= 
tioned as bis Laodoon. But this had 
a mecly prestér variety of expreffions 
even than thofe fine ones; andit muft 
béon that accourtalone,; that it could 
have been preferable to them and alll 
the reft. | 

Before I quit this head, EF would 
juft remind you of twothings that E 
have mentioned beforé® that the 
chief rule of the beauty cof the paffions, 
ismoderation, Andthatthe partin 
which they appear moll frongly is the 
eyes. It is there that love holds all 
his tenderef Ianguage: it is there 
that virtve commands, modefty 
charms, joy enlivens,forrow eug2gess 
and inclination fires the hearts of the 
beholders ; it isthbere thar even fear, 
anger and contufion canbe charming. 
Butall -hefe, to be charmrg muft 
be kert withintheirdve boends and

On Making Mortar. 


(Continued from Page 383.) 


ROM the extra&s and oLferva- 
tions on making Mortar, &c. 

in the preceeding numbers, we may 
conceive there are different opinions 
up on this fubje@t. In this number 
I fhall confine myfeif to making a 
few obfervations upon the mortar 
generally ufed by the bricklayers in 
this metropolis and the neighbour- 
hood of it; and fhall produce fome 
fa&s that I tope may he ufeful, if 
carefully attended to. Mortar has 
been moft commonly made with any 
fort of lime and fand that could be 
purchafed at the cheapeft rate and 
moft eafily come at. This | me and 
fand are often mixed haftily toge- 
ther without being properly incor- 
porated ; befides which, the mortar 
is ufed fometimes too new and fome- 
times too old for the purpole of ce- 
menting with proper flrength. In 
feveral parts of this ftate are to be 
found large quattities of exceeding 
good lime ftone. Thatin the county 
of Lincc!n; at St. Georges, has the 
reference. The fooner quick lime 
is ufed after it istaken from the kila 
the better ; for age will weaken it 
end the air will flack it, however clofe 
the caiks may be into which it is pur, 


‘Sand is amarticie that fhould be care- 
.fully attended to: that which is of 


a grey colour and free from fith, will 


“make the brizhtef mortar and is the 


heft fer ovtfide work. The fand 
fhould be ofa fharp grit, and its par- 
ticles like very (mall ftones, and may 
be got at the iflardsin this harbour. 
An objection may be made to this 
fort of fand as being what is called 
fait water fand ; but after it has 
been wafhed with the rain and ex- 
pofed to the fun and air, it becomes 
ficth and equal to any pit fand; and, 


if wafhed in frefh water, the filth am 
dirt may be thrown off, and this fand 
will be equal in goodnefs toany that 
can be obtained. One cart load and 
a half of this fand is fufficient for one 
hogfhead of ftone or quick lime con. 
taining one hundred galions. Mor. 
tar for outfide work fhould not be 
made in too large beds. Take one 
third of a hogfhead of lime and haif 
acart load of fand, let the fand be 
put on a floor of rough boards mak. 
lag a circle of fay fix or eight feet 
diameter and put the lime in the 
centre, then throw the water on ip 
fuch quantities as to fet it a flaking, 
but not fo much at once as to drowa 
the lime. Asthel:me begins to open 
and fmoke throw on alternately the 
fand from the outer part of the cir. 
cle or bed, and repeated quantities 
of water keeping in as much as pofli- 
ble the fmoke and fieam ; that thie 
fine particles or flour of the lime may 
not fly.cf. Thus the lime and fand 
fhould be incorporated as foon as 
pothible 5 for if it is fuffered to lay 
until it is cold, before it is worked 
up, the cement will not de good. In 
about a week or ten days rou will 
find a kind of fweating im the mor- 
tar fomewhat like a fermentation, it 
istheain its beft Rate for adhering 
to the fione or brick and will conti- 
nue in this fate a fufficient time for 
ufe. ‘This kind of mortar for more 
than thirty years continues in the 
joint, as firm and hard as_ the 
flone and brick. In brick work 
made of fuch mortar I _ have 
known it dificult to get a nail of any 
fort into the joint. Mortar made of 
Joamy fine fand in which are parti- 
cles of clay and dirt anfwers very well | 
for chimneys, filling of walls, and in- 

fide work not expofed to the weather. | 
A much larger proportion of this 
fand may be ufed with the lime than 
the other before mentioned if it has 
the labour given to it which is reqvit- 
ed. Itis neceflary that the bricks 
for outfide wails fhouid be a little at- 
tended to in this place, notwithftand- 
ing I have more largely, treated of 
them in a former number,page 219,t0 
which I refer. Bricks in the hot 
months are exceeding thirfty, more 
efpecially if they are carted from the 
kiln immediately to the work without 
having 
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having received any rain or dew. If 
ja this ftate they fhould be laid, the 
eternal part-of the brick will de- 

ive the mortar of al! the moiflure 
wnich Contains the cement, and the 
prick is very readily moved from its 

ce. Aquantity of water therefore 
mot be thrown-oa to put them in 
foch a ftate as will give the time ne 
eflary to form the union. Ia the 
fill months this attention is not 
wanted, but one-of a different kind: 
which isy to keep them covered and 

vent their contra@ing too much 
wet and moifiure. Ia the winter 
months bricks fhould always be kept 
dry: If they are laid when frozen; 
the work wiil-be always bad and the 
mortar will turn out of the joint the. 
fring tollowing. 

In the year 1764 2 brick. building. 
was erected in the winter months, 
when the weather was extreme cold, 
and is efieemed as good brick work as 
any in the metropolis-(notwithfand.- 
ing it would not be advifeable without 
neceffity to ereét brick. buildings in 
the winter.) The bricks for this buil - 
ing were taken outofa kiln made in 
Brookline and carted in. fair weather 
and carefully taken outof the cart by 
hand and put into a Clofe fhed made 
for the purpofe near to the building to 
be erected»: the mortar was made 
with lime and fand as above defcribed 
ad ufed nor. The bricks being. 
deprived of the fun, the furrounding. 
air was fufficient to keep themin a 
proper ftate for laying. The bricks-~ 
were laid quick: and immediately, 
jintered 5; and although the mortar 
was brought hot from the cellar: 
where it was made,in {mali quantities, 
itfoon froze dry, and the brick and. 
mortar were very foon infeperable. 
The lime for this work muft be ex-, 
ceeding good and feta flaking with 
hot water. If the lime is old and not 
well burnt and too much cold water.

will flack immediately, and a part 


break into fmall particles and flack.

321, we gave an account of an ex- 
periment made with the Aeroftatic. 
Machine, on the roth of September, 
in the prefence of the King, Queen 
and French Court.

feet high, and 41 in diameter. And 
that its power of afcenfion, allowing 
for a wicker cage, containing a fheep, 
acock, anda duck, which was fuf- 
pended toit, was equal to 696[b ” 
We now have it in our power to give 
the reader a fir k'ng reprefentation of 
this: ingenious experiment. This 
plate exhibits the afcent of the bal- 
loon, the fheep, the cock and the. 
duck fufpended in the air, and the 
admiration of all the f{pettators.

HE brilliant fuccefles of the 
Parifian AerOnauts, gave no 
doubt fome countenance to tne con- 
fideace of one of the original inven- 
tors (the eider Montgolfer) whoun- 
dertook.to confiruct at Lyons, a Gre 
balloon f of an immenie fize, with 
which, if he did not auaily engage, 
it was at leafi given out by hisfriends, 
that he propofed to afcend himfelf, 
and eight more perfons, with a con- 
fiderabie cargo of goods, and to per- 
form a voyage of no lefsa diftance 
than either Paris or Marfeilles, ac- 

cording as the wind fhouid ferve. 
A fabfcription was opened for this 
purpofe, which foon filled, and raifed 
r80l. The balloon was formed of 


double canvas, enclofing three <a

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of paper. The upper part was af- 
terwards, at the dejire of Pilatie de 
Rozier, changed into a finiple cotton 
cloth. It meafured 126 feet in height, 
and 100 feet tranfverfely, and wegh- 
ed about 8o0oolb, Ft received ils 
mame from M. de Fieffeiles, the in- 
tendant of Lyons, a great promoter 
of the enterprize ; and Piiatre de 
Rozier, the modern Dadalus, from 
whom we devoutly deprecate the fate 
of Icarus, was appcinted Captain of 
the expedition. Of the number who 
eagerly folicited to be of tie crew, the 
foliowing were enlified : M. Mont- 
golfier,fen, the eldeft fon of the prince 
ef Ligne, the Counts d’Anglefort, 
Lavrenciny and Dampiere, and M. 
Foutaine. 

The departure had been announced 
for the 1eth of January laft ; and in 
fa&, all being ready, an attempt was 
made to fwell the globe ; but whe- 
ther from the crowding of roo,coo 
{peRators who had flocked to the fpot 
from roo miles round, whether from 
the inclemency of the weather, or 
from fome fault in the conftrudtion, 
tie defired objet was not obtained, 
the globe {welling only partially. Re- 
peated trials were made during feve- 
sal fucceffive days, but they always 
failed ; and in one of them, the fire 
having been confiderably increafed, 
part of the-canvas and cloth were 
burgt. Thefe repeated. difappoint- 
ments had fo fay difheartéed the peo- 
pie, that fhey began to defpair \of fuc- 
cefs, and accounts had already reached. 
Puris that .the prajegt nad been laid’ 
aiiie,. ae. . 

The projefors however were not 
fo eafily daunted. They foon repair- 
ed the damage occafioned by this and 
fevéral other untoward accidents, 
end were ready for another effay on 
the 19th of Januarys The 100,900 
f,e@atrors, re-affembied. The feven 
wavigators afcended the pallery, in 
foite of the remonfirances of P. de 
Mower, who w:thed to embarkonly 
two or three. ‘Tne fie was liechted. 
zt forty hve minutes after twoP M, 
the clobe fweiled in about feveutren 
minutes, and atiualty afcended amid 
te acclamations of the multitude. 
Tt fv took its courfe with the wind- 
tothe S. W. but fortunately it foon 
aiter furscec tothe N. E; for hadit 


continued in its firft dire&ion, jg 
would ipfallibly have dropt - into 
the Rhone. Its greateft-elevation wag 
vaguely eftimated at.about 500 toiles; 
it floated, fome accounts fay fifteen, 
and others only five minutes. It then 
de(cended witha velocity that alarm. 
ed the fpeftators, and alighted ina 
field not very diftant from the place 
ef its:firft departure. This fudden 
defcent was afcribed to a rent near 
the topof the machine. None of ihe 
navigators were hurt. The crowd ar. 
rived in the field: feveral ladies whe 
came in coaches, refigned their places 
to theadventurers, who entered. the 
town in triumph. Montgolfitr and 
Rozier appeared inthe evening in the 
box of the Intendant at the play. No- 
thing could exceed the acclamations 
with which they were received,which 
were repeated in parts of the. play 
that had fome diftant allufion to the 
glory of the day. Laurel wreaths 
were produced, one of which Ma- 
dame.de Fleffelles placed on the head 
of Montgolfier,who immediately took 
it off, and another on that of P. de 
Rozier; the latter fmatched off his, 
aud placed it on the head of the form- 
er. .How M. Montgolfier, who is 
reprefented asacalmand modeft per- 
fonage, muft have. relifhed this buft- 
ling frolic, we leave to fober miads to 
conjefure. Some of the other navi- 


_ gators were difcovered in the. pit ; 


crowns were handed to them, and 
they were invited into the hox of. the 
Tutentdant. A concert fucceeded the 
play, and the whele night was fpent 
in ferenading, congratulations; aod 
mirth bordering upon madnefs. 
Notwitihftanding: thefe extrayacent 
demonftrations, .which {cem to in- 
ply that the expectations of th< peo- 
ple had been fully anfwerec, {here 
are, however, accounts which ipcak 
in ‘far more moderate terms of tne 
fuccefs of the exper:meént 5: and jome 
there are (periaps the part zons of 
Charles) whoeven etrempt to throw 
a:.ridicule upon the whole. Uupre- 
judiced as we are, we confefs, that al- 
though we have collected this nar- 
rative fromthe beft authorities that 
could be obtained, we are not fatis- 
fied that we have given the exad 
truth ; and indeed, at this diflance, 
we fear it will {carce be poffible for * 
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or any one befide, fo difcriminate ac- 
curately between the effufions of en- 
thufiafm, and the fuggefiions of party. 
This much however appears certain, 
that the fuccefs was by no means ade- 
quate to the fanguine expectations of 
the projeGors ; and indeed, if we re- 
colle& how rapidly the effet of fire 
decreafesin proportion to the increa‘e 
of the diftances ; and that inthis in- 
fiance afluming the effe& of the fire 
at the diftance of one foot to be as 
unit, it could at the top of the bal- 
loon, when diftended, he no more than 
one 16876ths of that unit, we fhall 
not be furprifed at the difficulties that 
offered, nor at the fudden defcent af- 
ter the globe had reached a cold and 
sarified flratum of the atmofphere 
(even though there had been no rent) 
in which the neceffary dilatation of 
the internal air would have required 
afire much more intenfe than would 
have been compatible with the fafety 
of the apparatus. 

X. In the next experiment we have 
to defcribe, an apparatus was to be 
applied to a gas balloon for fteer- 
ing it both horizontally and vertical- 
ly, and even againft a current of air. 
M. Bianchard, an artift of Paris, had 
fome years fince announced that he 
was preparing wings with which he 
meant foon to take a flight. The late 
difcovery feemed to haften the exe- 
cution of his projie@&. He conflruGed 
a globe fimilar to that of Charles 
(No. I.) only two feet more in dia- 
meter, i. €. fourteen feet two inches. 
To this he fufpended a car ; and be- 
tween the globe and the car he fixed 
an umbrella twelve feet in diameter, 
the intention of which was to break 
the fallin cafe of an Accident; it was 
hence called parachute. To the car 
were adapted four wings, two on each 
fide, .od behind a rudder, ail made 
of taffeta, diftended by means of 
whale bone ribs. All this wasto be 
worked by a machinery of M.Blan¢h- 
ard’s invention. He was to afcend 
him(elf for the purpofe of navigating 
the machine, and Dom Pech, a Bene- 
dittine, was to accompany him, with 
a view of making various aerological 
obfervations and exper:ments. 

Every thing was ready on the nd 
ef March, in the Champ de Mars.

A party of M. Blanchard’s friends had 
repaired to a certain country-houfe 
where he had promifed to meet them 
through the air. ‘The navigators 
were embarked, and ready to foar, 
when behoid a young man, a pupil of 
the Ecole Militaire, rufhed from 
among the crowd, threw himfelf into 
the car, and infified upon fharing in 
the expedition. Remonftrance avail- 
ed nothing, force was ufed; but he 
drew his fword, and in the {cuffle 
wounded Blanchard in the hand, de- 
firoyed the parachute and the wings, 
and thus cefeated the purpofe of the 
experiment. At length he was over- 
powered and fecured. , 

Notwithftanding this cruel difap- 
pointment, the two adventurers de- 
termined to takea chance flight. They 
rofe, but their power of afcenfion was 
not fufficient to carry them to any 
height ; they therefore foon landed. 
Dom Pech alighted, and Blanchard 
immediately afcended very rapidly. 
The wind being eaft, he was carried 
to the weftward. The account he 
gives of his navigation is, that he rofe 
about two thoufand toifes (we pre- 
fume this to be much exaggerated) 
that he found himfelf at times ftati- 
onary in a perfett calm, during which 
the heat of the fun was fcorching ; 
that he at different times feit currents 
of air in different dire€tions, in fome 
of which thecold was intenfe. That 
during thefe cold intervals, he felt 
an almoft unconquerable defire to 
fleep ; that clouds collected under his 
feet, and that it appeared to himthat 
he was at different times carried to- 
wards diiferent parts of the compafs. 
He continued in the air about one 
hour and a quarter; after which he 
landed fafely near Seve, on the road 
to Verfailles, about five miles from 
the {pot whence he afcended. 

The failure of this experiment hath, 
we hear, by no means difcouraged 
M. Blanchard from farther attempts; 
and indeed we learn tnat heis already 
confiru€ting another machine on the 
fame principle, in which he, andan 
affiftant, II. Affier Perica, are to 
afcend as foon as it can be got ready. 
This profpett hath induced us to be 
more particular in our account of the 
prefeat experiment than its fuccets 

may 
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may perhaps feem to juflify. We 
May prodably nave occafiona to refer 
toit hereafter.

Tanat tt is to be lauach- 
ed, wth fix navigators, on the rstir 
of April next, from the great Terrace 
of St. Cloud ; and that it is to land 
in St. Jimes’s Park, in order (as the 
wag wno lias in‘erted this article in 
a public French paper fays) to obtain 
the premium offered by George TIT. 
to the firft boid Frenchman who fhalk 
venture through the air acrofs the 
Streights of Calais. 

Befides this projett,a part of which 
is fad to be true, the Abbe Miolan, 
Profeffor of Experimental Puilofo- 
phy, and M. Jininet, an artift, both 
of Paris, propofe making a gas bal- 
Joon, 70 feet in diameter, with which 
they mean to afcend toa great height, 
in order to made exoeriments on the 
acceleration of the fall of bodies, on 
the denfities of different firata of air, 
theAurora Borealis,the declination of 
the mnignetic needle, belides trying a 
method for fleering tie machine. A 
very moderate proficient in philofophy 
mruft perceive, that few of thefe expe- 
riments can fucced. 

Mr. Dilier, of the Hagué, is en- 
deavouring to apply balloons to the 
buoying up large thips, in order to 
facilitate their entrance into the har- 
bourofAmferdam. AndM Champ. 
mas of Paris gave notice, that he 
fhould fend off an aerial d.ligence on 
Friday the 12th of Murch. Of this 
lat we hardly expect any farther ac- 
count.

(Continaed from our !22.} 


OUR Committee found alfo that 
tnere wasa requifition of Con- 
gr<fs, of Otober 16, 1782, for two 
milions of doliarsfor the fervices of 
the yer 1783, on which fome finail 
payments had been tendered, but 
fiat the Siiperinten?ant of Finaace 
had fohadit better toreceive and cre- 
dit them a8. part of the eight milfons. 
They are according'y comprehended 
in the fum before ftated to. have been 
paid in under that head. 


Having thus Rated the demands 
exilting againft the States, the Com 
mittee would have performed but 
half-their duty, had they paffed over 
unnoticedtne r condition to pay them. 
Their abitities muft be meafered in 
weighing their burthens. Their cre- 
ditors themfelves will view them juit 
relieved from the ravages of predato- 
Ty armies--- returning from an attend- 
ance on camps, to the culture of their 
fields--- beginning to fow, but not yet 
having reaped - extaufted of neceffa- 
ries and habitual comforts, and there- 
fore needing new fupplies, out of the 
firft proceeds of their labour: for- 
hearance then, to a certain degree 
wu! fuggeft itfelf to them. Congrefs, 
entrufted with the difpenfztion of 
ioftice between the pudliic and its cre- 
ditors, will fuppofe both parties defi- 
fous that their mutual fitwations 
fhau!d he confidered and accommo. 
Gated. Your Committee are of opi- 
nion, that if the whole ballances of 
the two requ fitions of eight and of 
tvo millions fiould be rigoroufty call- 
ec into payment within the courfe 
of the prefent y#2r, a compliance 
wth fuch call would produce much

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diftrefs ; and tha* a proportion fhort 
of this fhouid he fixed on, within the 
reach of the leaf as well as of the mof® 
able States. Tuey propofe, there- 
fore, that tie Seates be required to 
furniths within the courfe of the pre- 
fent year, fuch part of their defici- 
encies under the requifition of eight 
millions, as with their payments to 
the clofe of tee laft year,will make up 
one half of their original quota there- 
of ; and that thefe p:yments be ap- 
propriated tn conformity with the 
flatement in the firft part of this re- 
port, giving generally, where accom- 
modation cannat be effetled among 
the feveral objetts, a preference ac- 
cording to tne order in which they are 
arranged in the fa flatemeat. 


But while this proportion of former 
deficiencies is .of necetfity called for, 
under the preffure of demands which 
wiil admit neither denial nor delay, 
and the pun&ual compliance ofevery 
flate is expetted, to enable the federal 
adminiftration with certainty to fa- 
tisfy thefe demands, it is earueftly 
and warmiy recommended to the 
abler States to go as far beyond this 
proportion in fpecie, as their happier 
Gtuation will_admit, wader an affu- 
rance, that fuch farther contributions 
will be applied towards difcharging 
the public debt, agreably to the pre- 
ceding ftatement, and wi!l be placed 
to their credit in the next requifitions, 
with intereft thereoa from the time 
of payment ; and alfo that, before 
any further demand is made upon the 
States, under the requifition for two 
mi-lions of dollars, or the requifition 
for eight milltoas of dollars, Congrefs 
will revife the quotas of the feverai 
States, mentioned io the faid requifi- 
tions refpettively,and will make them 
agreabie to juftice, upon the beft 
information Congrefs may have when 
fuch demand :s made. But as all our 
exertions will probably fall fhort of 
their full obje‘t, in that cafe it is be- 

lieved that the public creditors, feeing 
the load of interefl accumulated dur- 
ing the war, greater than can be dif- 
charged in the firft year of peace, will 
be contented for the prefent to receive 

the 
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the earlier. part.of thefe arrears, and 
torely for the refidue On i3¢ éXoris 
of the enfuing year.

it killed feveral negroes, 2 great num- 
ber of fheep, lambs, geefe, and the 
feathered mbhabitants of the woods 
without number : its greateft vio~ 
lence did not extend morethan two 
miles in breadth, but where it began 
or ended is not known ; within that

SOUTHINGTON, Auguift 20. 
Laft Tuefday afternoon, about 
4o’clock, we had herea moft extra- 
ordinary and terrible gale of wind 
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It began upon the mountain weft of 
the town, where it’s direction appear- 
ed to be from north to fouth. 

Vhile yopon the mountain, no vee 
ry confiderab'e eff:tts were produc. 
ed by it; excepting that it partly un- 
covered one barn, and broke down 
a great number of trees. Upon leav- 
ing the mountain, the dire@ion of it 
appeared to be from weft to eaft, 
tll it came within about 2a mile and 
an half fouth-weft of the meeting- 
houfe, to Webfter’s mills; where it 
appeared to be ia every dire€tton, 
and blew a perfe& hurricane. It 
feems to have been occafioned by the 
meet.ng of two heavy Clouds-- one 
from the fouth, andthe other from 
the north. The whole form there- 
fare colie@ed with amazing blacknefs, 
and centred at the place above men- 
tioned ; producing ixch a fcene of de- 
falation, as perhaps the memory of 
the oldeft men cannot recolle& to 
have been produced by a fimilar caufe 
io New-England. The wind entered 
the honfe of Palo. Webfer at the 
North-weft corner, woere it tore off 
a large portion of the roof ; and imits 
paffuge, it carried out at the oppofite 
end of the houfe, almoft the whole 
fide of one room. A girl of about 
fourteen years o'd, who happened to 
be in the room, was Carried to tne 
difanc+ of about a dozem rods; but, 
providentially, fhe, as well as the reft 
of the tamily, efcaped without much 
hurt. The furniture in the room 
was daflied allin pieces, and fome of 
it has been fince found in fragmeats, 
at a great difiance from the houfe. 
Various articles of cloathing, which 
were Containéd in a cafe of drawers, 
have been found as far as a quarter of 
a mile of, and in different directions. 
A very large oaken piank, fawed for 
the purpofe of fhip building, and 
weighing not much fhort of three 
hundred weight, was carried from 
the mill, the diflance of 13 rods, pro- 
bably over the top of a. {mail houfe. 
The barn, Slled with hay and grain, 
was crufhed entirely tothe ground; 
though the frame was very {mart and 
well braced. The orchard, confifting 
ofa confiderable numberof large trees 
was defiroyed ; particularly the larg- 
ef tree, being about three feet in di- 


ameter, with a proportionabie top, ap- 
pears 

































































































































pears to have been fairly taken up by. 
the roo'sin the whir!, and carried to 
the diftance of about erght feet before 
it flruck rhe ground. : 

In the frrect, a few rods ealt, anew 
{mart frame, covered only onthe fore 
fide ofthe roof, and the gable ends, 
was Carried completely off the cellar, 
and crufhedto theground. Another 
barn filled with hay and grain, wes 
Overturned ; and out of three orchards 
confifting of about one hundred and 
thirty large thrift y trees, loaded> hea- 
vily With truit, nor more thaf about 
Cighteen or twenty are now. ftanding. 

Sundry other buridings were conft- 
derably damaged, feverai hacksof hay 
were deflroyed, and fcarcely a rod of 
fence, in. the compals of aif a mile, 
was left ftanding. + 

Many. of the rails from the fences 
were carried to fuch a diftance, as to 
make it neceflary.to cart them. back 
apain. 

The fiw of'wind appears to have 
beea about half amile wide. It was 
atrended witi heavy. thunder,, and 
moft violent rain.
